They Don't Believe the Governor

Neither Do They Think the Police Commis- 
sioners Had Any Concerted Scheme—The 
Downing Law and the Increased City Rev- 
enve—Elaborate Reports on All the City 
Institutions.

The November Grand Jury, which took up the 
work left unfinished bv the Richeson Jury, made 
an extensive final report to Judge Van Wagoner, 
after sitting thirty-eight days. Thesession began 
November 5, and the early portion 
was consumed wih a lengthy  crim- 
inal docket. When this was disposed vf 
a number of subjects were called up and a stack 
of subponas issued. The was warned 
against sensationalism, but charged to fearlessly 
investigate every matter called to their attention.

The report of the jury, which was submitted to 
Judge Van Wagoner, touched upon a variety of 
supjects, as will be seen below: 

THE REPOR?, 
To the Hon. Garrett 8. Van Wagoner, Judge of 
the Criminal Courts 

The Grand Jury having to the best of thetr 
udgment performed the duties imposed on them,

CRIMES OF VIOLENCE. 

A pee proveruss of the @ssauits with intent 
to kill aud murder are undoubtedly attributable 
to the carrying of deadly weapons by persons 
who have no legitimate excuse for 

armed, If i would 
greatly reduce the such 
crimes it must first suppress the evil custom 
prevalent among certain Classes of carrying con- 
cealed weapons. Surely this is not a task be- 
2 — the power of the le and the authorities. 
jrimes of violence on the streets are conimonly 
char to drunkenness, which is no doubt a po- 
tent factor in the commission of all manner of 
crime, but the readiness with which Kuives ana 
pistols are brought into play on occasions of 
quarrel is the proximate case of most homicidal 
offences. There are populations abroad addicted 
to the use of intoxicating liquors quite as 
much as ours and quite as much 
addicted to quarreling and fighting. 
who are nevertheless comparatively free from the 
crime of manslaving. The reason is not any su- 
perior moral sentiment on theiriparts but the 
wholesome severity of the laws against the carry- 
ing of deadly weapons. If the penalty for this 
offense were not a fine, but three months in the 
Work House, the criminal docket would be very 
much lighter than itis. The sale of siung-shots, 
and other thug contrivances 
0 murder and robbe , 
orght to be made a felony, andthe sellers ought 
to be punished with all tue rigors of the statute. 
Weare also of the opinion that no owner of a 
Gramshop or a saleon should be permitted to keep 
a deadly weapon on the premises. If it be suid 
thut bar-rvoms are the chief naunts of bad cnhar- 
acters, we answer mat the veuder of iatoxicating 
liquors goes into the business with his eyes open. 
Quarrels frequency arise from the refusal of in- 
toxicatca or dishonest persons to pay for drinks 
they have called for. and these quarrels not in- 
frequeutiy end tragically. As 4 preveutive ef 
such catastrophes Knives and revolvers should 
not be permitted behind the bar. 
THE DOWNING LAW. 

The new license law promises to be a great suc- 
cess. It will yield an additional inereased rev. 
enue this year, according to Collector Hudson's 
estimain, of $400,000. The Collector may be called 
upon to enforce the law to the letter. So far it 
has diminished the number of saleons by seventy, 
but the probability is that the 1,700 or thereabouts

POLICE MATTERS. 

In compliance with the earnest instructions of 
the court, we took up at an early day the investi- 
gation inte police matters handed down to us by 
the last grand jury, aud prosecuted it to the end, 
or at least to a point beyond which we deemed it 
useless to proceed. Though testimony was sought 
for and procured in many directions, no evidence 
was obtained to support the the- 
ory that . cone 4 scheme was 
formed by U police commissioners 
to pervert the police — 4 Ilegui purpeses.

We would earnestly recommend the Municipal 
Assembly to provide for 100 additional patrolme n. 
The money to pay these is available without 
touching only the ordinary revenue. No better 
disposition can be made of a portion of the 
$400.000 surplus accruing from liquor licenses 
than to spend it in giving a measure of protection 
to the lives and homes of our ple, and not less 
to the rsops and pockets of our tens of 
thousands of visitors. In cases it 
: 3 economy to bare 4 25 — 
ke to meet any emergency an exer- 
cise a proper surveilance all around to the city 
limits. At present the outlying districts are 
hardly patrolable at all, and even the central dis- 
tricts are insufficiently patrolled. It is higu time 
toremedy such astate of things. Our popula- 
tion is increasing atthe rate of 25.000 or 30, 000 a 
year, while the police department is no bigger 
now than it was six years ago. 
The trath is St. Louis bas outgrown 
or is outgrowing all her institutions. They 
will have to be eniarged before long. and the peo- 
1é may as well been to look this necessity in the 
ace. Fortunately our resources are growing 
Also. Apart trom the increased returns from 
licenses the revenue for the current fisca! year 
wili be considerably ee than it has been any 
preceding year except the last. We are entering 
upon afbew epoch im city affairs, as the fo 
coming report of the Oomptroller will demonstrate. 
THE CITY INSTITUTIONS. 

We visited the Female Hospital, the Poor 
House, the Insane Asylum, the City Hospital, the 
House of Refuge and Work House, and examined 
them somewhat carefully. The Female Hospital 
is badly in need of a separate ward for preguant 
women, detacned. from the main building and 
capable of accommodating seventy-four patients. 
Tue object is to keep that class away from con- 
tagion, as they are peculiarly liable to it aud gen- 
erally succumb tot. This would not De a costly 
Improvement, as there is abundance of ground and 
the building could be constructed of wood. This 
establisument, which is a patched-up concern, 
and was not bullt for a hospital, is also in need of 
a laundry and a new kitchen range. The arrange- 
ments tor washing and cooking are totally inade- 
quate. The Superintendent of the City Hospital 
has introduced with great success a steam Cook- 
ing apparatus in that establishment at a cost 
under $900. An apparatus of the same kind, 
aud at no greater cost, could 
be planted in the female hospital 
which would soon pay for itself in the saving of 
fuel. In the Interests of economy also the super- 
intendent should be authorized to employ a paint- 
er by the month, who would find plenty to do the 
year round within the buildings. 

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 

This institution, which is more showy than 
commodious , is erowded far beyond its capacity. 
It has nearly twice the normal number of in- 
mates. The purpose of the institution, that of 
curla the mentally affected, is thus 
baffle and defeated, because medi- 
cal treatment is seldom successful under 
the circumstances. Tue insane require a great 
deal of attention, and plenty of air, Hght and 
space. These indispensable conditions of recov- 
ery they cannot have in a house Wich was built 
to accommudate 250, but holds now nearly 500. 
Ine supertutendent calculates that the surface 
available for each patient is forty-one feet or say 
a room about six and a half feet square, He is of 
opivion that the tate ought to build a great cen- 
tral asylum for incurables, as New York bas done, 
and bus relieve the local asylums, which 
are allcrowded, He is convinced that, with 
proper accommodations, one-half of the insane 
could be cured permanently, whereas now only 
a very small portion are restored to health. Meas- 
ures should be taken as early as possibie to re- 
lieve this institution of the excess of patients. 
The frame cottages now in course of construction 
Will give but a partial and temporary relief, for 
there is a relative, as well as an actual 
augmentation, from whatever cause, of 
the number of persons stricken with dcmeution. 
The Poor House, toa considerable extent, is an 
insane asylum, too. There are nearly 400 iucur- 
able insane within its walls, including the idiotic 
and epileptic. They are sent there from the 
asylum and there they stay. The simplést plan 
for meeting this great difficulty would to erect 
anew Poor House witha farm attached, which 
might be cultivated by the paupers, and to give 
up the present one entirely to the ineurables. 
Room would thus be made for 400. Between pau- 
ners and patients there are now over 800 in the 
Poor House. This or something equivaleut to it 
willhave tobe doneif we would maintain our 
public charities on a scale commensurate with the 
demands made upon them. The taking care of those 
who areincapabie of taking care of themselves, 
of the sick and wounded, the aged destitute, the 
abandoned youth, the unfortunate, aye even the 
criminal, is the hich distinction mark of Christian 
civilization. Boulevards and bridges and parks 
and all other public works that contribute to the 
elevation and comfort and adornment of civil life 
are worthy of praise and encouragement, but the 
rounded ample charities which attest our con- 
sciousness that human beings are ali of one 
tamily, and that food, shelter, medicineand the 
other necessities of life are within reach of those 
who cannot otherwise obtain them are the crown- 
ing glories of.a city such as ours in this time and 
country. Would it not be well to dedicate a por- 
tion of the $400,000 surplus to the improvement of 
our hospitals aad prisons? 

Drunkenness and the hubit of drinking are just- 
iy held accountable for much of the misery and 
crime that afflict modern society. Would it not 
be eminently —- then to thus apply a por- 
tion of this fund? 

THE HOUSE OF REFUGE 

gives promise of becoming a very useful institu- 
tion as soon as the new building is opened in the 
spring. The superintendent will then be able to 
effect a separation between the erimisal and 
morally uafortunate. With the increased house- 
room new features can be introduced in the man- 
agement, which we take occasion te say is very 
good now, considering the limitations imposed. 
It is tobe hoped that the Board of Guardians 
whieh govern it will iatroduce seme new ip- 
dusiries. Shoes are made there now dy 
machinery of course, and under contract, the ma- 
chinery and superintendence being furnished by 
the contractor, but nothing else of moment is 
made, 

In the Penitentiary and Work House it may 
not be practicable, or if practicable not desira- 
ble, tocarry on several manufactures, butina 
House of Refuge, which is a training school for 
youth of both sexes, several trades ought to be 
taught. so that the young men and women when 
let out shail be able to earn their bread. 
If the relation of guardian and ward exists at all 
between individuals and society, it exists 
between the the waifs and strays 
of the whom she gathers 
under her wings. The duty of traipine them into 
useful members of society rests upon her and 
this imphes that she should provide them wit} 
religious instruction. There is no analogy be- 
tween the public school and a place like the 
House of Refuge. Ude children who go to the 
public scools receive religious instruction at 
home or at the Sunday-school. The inmates 
of the House of Refugee have no home 
but that. The superintendent occasionally procures 
the allendance of a clergyman, but this he does 
at his own expense, The ty should not besitate 
to supply the want, which might be done ata 
irifllug expense. Speaking of the superintendent 
we Wish to say that he impressed us as a capable 
and lewstworthy officer. e complatfis of his in- 
ability to prevent the use of tobacco by the boys 
because it is given to them by visitors, including 
a member of the Beard. This should be no long- 
er allowed. The House of Refuge is nothing fe 
not areformatory, The Poor House is also weil 
maunged. The superintendentis a new officer, 
but he appears to understand his business al- 
ready. He pointed out a material detect in 
the fire escape, Which ought lo 
be rem: died without delay. This ean 
be done at a trifling expense. We think addi- 
tional fire escapes ought to be provided for the 
House of Refuge and the Work House. Those 
vehind bolts and bare, and the insane especially, 
ture badly im fire panic, unless the means of es- 
cape are simple, safe and easy of access. In go- 
ing through the Work House we were accom- 
panied by Mr. Thomas P. Cuiken, who pos*esses 
a thorough kuowledge of Work House affairs. 
Wesaw no evidence of misianagement, No 
complaint was Made Dy the piwoners, The only 
complaint known to us in the course of our 
Visitalions came from insane persons and persous 
in the gal. Four of the former claimed they were 
of sound mind, and, therefore, upjustiy detained. 
luvestigation proved the contrary. Young men ia 
Lhe Jail complained of the quality of tue beef and 
cee served tb) them, bul we ascertained by an 
inspeciion of the food hat there was no good 
ground for these complaints, It is well that even 
erininals and paupers sbould get a sufficie:cy of 
wholesome food. as those ip Our city imstituiions 
certainly do, but itis also well that they should 
vot find the Prison and the Pour House a lux 
urious retreat. 

In brief, the eity institutions are all in good con- 
diiion, and if we fatl to compliment each of the 
superintendents ip turn, it is because some of 
them are recent apym@ptments, and will more ap- 
propriaiciy come unde tie notice of our success- 
ors. Dr. © Bievens is an exeep- 
uon, for, though recently put iD 
Ae of the lusane Asylum, be bad charge 
of it before and disebarged lis dues to the * 
tire satisfaction of tie public. ng from 
what we saw the insane could not be placed in 
the care of a more humane physician.

Newton, Davy, Morse, Eads, could bridge space 
and time: coula do scientific wonders, but they 
could tell no man where he would be aiter three- 
score and ten years, Rivers, oceaus, space, can 
be bridged, but out the chasm between us and the 
grave. That cannot be told by al! science. 
Christianity is the only connecting link between 
here aud vereafter. The true beauty of ¢char- 
acter is to bave ibe strength to do no wrong. 
The heroisms of private life are little heard 01. 
But they are the great thing, and Christianity 
gives you the only key that way. Talking upon 
this question, Dr. Tudor referred to the society 
man, and said he was the most useless membe:

‘ STORY OF THE SARVIVORS. 

LonDoN, December 22,—The survivors of the 
Saint Augustin, rescued by the steamer 
John Williamson, report the scene on 
board the Saint Augustin as perfectly 
appalling. Something fell from aloft, cutting off 
one of the captain’s legs. At his own request a 
heavy weight was tied around his waist 
and he was thrown into the sea. 
Several of the sailors drowned themselves 
in despair.

Once in the custody of the United States, 
FRANK is sure to be tried in some cold, un- 
sympathetic jurisdiction outside of Missouri, 
and where he cannot have the Governor of 
the State as a witness for him 
and an ermined associate of the Su- 
preme Court Judges detailed to defend him. 
A trial without such aids means certain con- 
viction, and aféer he is convicted in Alabama 
of robbing a United States paymaster, the 
United States may take a notion to surrender 
him to Minnesota for trial on the more seri- 
ous charge of robbery and murder. 

It is to save Frank from this that the 
Governor wants to hold him as asort of 
paroled prisoner under the protection of a 
batch of Missouri indictments. The Gov- 
ernor says these will be prosecuted in good 
faith, and thereis no doubt about that, so 
far as Prosecuting Attorney WALLACE is 
concerned. But what can he do against the 
political influence so conspicuously arrayed 
on the side of the prisoner?

It 
was bad enough in old times, when the small 
dealer, who started out on the first of the 
month to make his eollections and his pay- 
ments, was obliged to load a “burro” with 
sliver and go around with an armed guard 
taxing in and paying out silver. But it is 
much worse now, when the smallest kind of 
a dealer may find himselfloaded up with a 
lot of base metal not worth stealing. The 
Government has flooded the country with 
this base metal, andit is safe to say that 
somebody in the Government has made a big 
steal out of it. It will take very few such 
tricks to knock the bottom out of the Mexi- 


can boom.

Mr. JOEL ,CHANDLER HARRIS is quoted as 
high authority on negro songs, customs and “folk 
lore.” There is going the rounds a statement 
that he has never seen a plantation negro play 4 
baujo. His opinion is that the banjo, like the so- 
called negro songs of the minstrels, is the pro- 
duction of whites. No matter what Mr. Harris’ 
Georgia experiences may have been, be can make 
the acquaintance of Kentuckians and Virginians 
who, m their young days, knew negro banjo 
players, and neero banjo-makers too. Craddock 
of the True Kentuckian oan tell him about Old 
Steuban.“ a blind negro, who was a familiar ob- 
ject at elections, court-days and “big musfers,” 
playing on‘arude banjo of his own make and 
singing songs of his own make long beforea 
burni-cork minstrel was ever seen or beard of in 
that part of Kentucky. Steuban’s banjo was not 
the elegant brass-mounted ſastrument of the the- 
ater. Asthe bandiwork of a blind man, it was a 
rough-looking concern, and its keys were 
mere wooden pegs, but it sounded as well 
as any of them, and invariably drew 3 crowd 
around him and brought him many a pile of small 
coins on public days. Tife factis thatthe banjo 
is one of the simplest and most cheaply con- 
structed of musical instruments. A sheepskin, 
a wooden hoop, a wooden shank and the catgut 
strings are all the essentials, and but littie me- 
chani¢al skill is required to put them rightly 
together, It is one of the most ancient of musical 
instruments, and something like it is found among 
nearly all the semi-barbarous peoples of Asia and 
Africa, just as some kind of drum has been found 
everywhere, even among the American Indians 
by the first Europeans that visitea this continent. 
Ot course, as violins became obtainable, they 
almost entirely superseded the banjo among the 
negroes, but there are still some old darkies liv- 
ing who remember the time when banjos were 
more common than violins iu Virginia and Ken- 
tuexy. Mr. Harris has never heard plantation 
negroes in Georgia playing the banjo, the tam- 
bourine or the bones. There are plenty of people 
who have in other States heard “heels a-rocking“ 

tothe music of banjo, plow clevis, jaw-bones 
and platters used with as good effect as the tam- 
bourine player ever produced. 

I HAVE noticed a lady riding down town on one 
of the principal street car lines nearly every 
morning, with some curiosity. Tue fact that she 
rides down town «very morning cannot be called 
pecullar, but she invariably rides in a smoking car 
This was an inexplicable choice on ber part until 
I heard the cause of it the other day.

There has realiy been not so much 
need for it, but with the advent of chilling winds 
sleet and snow, the numerous organizations, so- 
cietfes and associations for thé care of all kinds of 
needy people are beginning to show signs of 
auimation and returning life. There is even a 
strong prospect of the revival of the charity ball 
on anew basis. The old charity ball isa lurid 
reminiscence of an annual eruption of the lower 
strata of society, and itis eminently proper that 
a charity ball should be given on anew plan, to 
afford the best people a chance to contribute and 
enjoy themselves, ' 


I HAVE heard it suggested, however, that a ball 
after the old order would not be a bad thing; that 
is, with its usual cordon of policemen and pres- 
ervation of good order. The class of people that 
attended it will not attend the society ball for 
obvious reasons. The week’s benefit at the 
theaters will not even catch them; in fact, 
nothing will catch them but a grand charity ball. 
They will spend their money anyhow with a 
lavish generosity, and they are seldom applied to 
for charity, although always ready to give. Why 
shouldn’t their bilarity under proper restrictions, 
be made to pay tr ibute to the poor of the city 
rather than to caterers, fat saloon-keepers and 
gambling devices. The four or five thousand 
dollars that could be made in this way would be 
a splendid addition to the charitable fund.

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY, 


The Elevated Railroad Bill Passes the 
House—Gas in the Council, 

The session of the Municipal Assembly last 
night was interesting in several partioulars. In 
the Council after an extended discussion the bill 
recommended by the Ways and Means Committee 
providing for a compromise of the St. Louls Gas 
Company’s judgment against the city was order- 
ed to engrossment. The city, by the terms of the 
ordinance, delivers to the gas company 940 $1,000 
bonds of date June 1, 1884. The water gas Dill 
was taken up and discussed in committee of the 
whole. 

Mr. Stone introduced an amendment to the ef 
fect that the company shall pay to the city, Janu- 
ary 1, 1890, 10 cents per lineal foot for all pipes 
laid by the company prior to that time, and on the 
ist day of January each year thereafter 40 cents 
per lineal foot for pipedlaid and 20 cents per lineal 
toot for all pipe acquired.

Partial Burning This Morning of a Gaso- 
line Stove Factery. 

At 2 o’clock this morning a fire broke out inthe 
rear portion of Nos. 324 and 326 South Third 
street, the premises occupied by the Quick Meal 
Stove Company as a factory for the manufacture 
of gasoline stoves. The main portion of the 
building, wnich is upon the northeast corner of 
Spruce. street, is but two stories bigh, and is 
separatea from the rear ays 1, which is three 
stories high, by a thick wali iron doors.

A Wild Scene Witnessed by a Looker-on 
in Chihuahua. , 
Correspondence San Francisco Chronicle. 

“There they come,“ said a little fellow, as 
he raised.a yell that fairly made my throat 
ache to hear.

tiou hold their young in times of danger. 
cried with fear, and even the food their 
niothtrs offered them so piteously did not 
serve to comfort them. It was enough to 
make the heart ache to see these ignorant 
mothers, hated and struck at because born 
in a Wilderness and the wives of savages, 
press their children to their breasts and hold 
them away from the crue! hands outstretched 
to strike. And yetso hated is an Apache 
that every wail was hailed with joy by the 
friends of the victors, I saw not one face 
among all the mothers there that had pity 
written on it. Women held their children 
up to see the ragged squaws and laughed at 
the unhappy Wives and cursed them. Chi- 
huahua forgot its Sunday aud, theipeople for- 
got their religion. The spectacle was as 
barbarous as that which must have been the 
accompaniment of Cæsar's entry into Rome, 
with the bleeding captives from Gaul fol- 
lowing his victorious chariot. Did any 
of those who looked upon these poor women, 
who were doomed to live. hereafter 
in dreary prisons far away and who marched 
now within hearing of the bells which only 
a few hours ago had called the people to 
mass. stop to think what their religion 
taught, or did the clamor of the Spanish 
brass up there in the graceful towers only 
serve to drown their reason and inflame their 
hate? The cathedral stood near by, the air 
was soft and beautiful, and still not one 
mother’s heart appareutly pitied or prayed 
for the unfortunates who marched to a living 
death with the scalps of their husbands 
swinging before them. 
VICTORY KNOWS NO PITY. 

The spectacie was barbarvus and inhu- 
man, and taught once more that victory 
knows no pity and unchecked hatred rules 
the day in times of war.

Entering the dimly lighted church, 
where patches of yellow light fell upon the 
bare floor of the place, saw the bended 
forms of thosewho were lisping their pray- 
ers, and I wondered if they, so quiet pow 
and so devout, covid be the same whom 1 
had seen sosherta time ago shouting with 
delight at the sight of a few bloody scalps 
and a dozen foutsore women, who had never 
seen a church nor had been allowed to wor- 
ship anything but a crying baby.

The Bane of the Laborer. 
From the Boston Commercial Advertiser. 


A machine has just been perfected which 
can cut as Many ragsin a paper mill as are 
now cut by 133 persons. In most paper mills 
the rags are still cut by hand, each woman 
having a huge broad scythe bia:e fixed in an 
upright position in the table before her. 
She cuts the rags by — pte them across the 
edge of this, and every new and then she 
sharpens it with a whetstone. In the ma- 
chine which has been perfected to supersede 
tnis process, the rags are fed between two 
rollers. One of these rollers consists of tive 
narrow wWheel-like cylinders fixed upon 
a common axis, like cur wheels upon 
a car axle. Each of these wheels 
has toothed edges, and they work 
between six similar cylinders upon the other 
roller, the resuit being that ail the 3 
which — over them are cut into longitud- 
inal strips. The rags then pass through a 
box or trough to a second pair of rollers, one 
of whichis equipped with ten and another 
with eleven simiiar wheels. The interme- 
diary box has a lateral vibratory motion so 
chat he strips from the upper cylinders are 
turned about and delivered to the lower eyl- 
inders side-ways, and are thus cut into small 
pieces. 

A further improvement will consist iu sub- 
stituting a cylinder cagered with oblique 
knives and revolving against a bed knife, in 
place of the two lower rollers already referr- 
ed to. In this form the machine will com-

THE FITZROYS. a 


An Englishman on One of the Great

To the Ameri- 
can mind 32,000 acres may not signify a great 
deal,but when itis recollected that part of 
this is property is in London and inciudes 
Grafton street, Fitzroy square, part of 
Euston Square and the Euston ad, it 
will be understood that the income of 
the Fitzroys is very great. Euston Hall 
in Sutfolk is famous for its game 
preserves and for the capture of 
surrounding common land by the Fitzroys, 
who inherited this part of their property 
from Arlington. In addition to the rev- 
enues derived from their estates, the Dukes 
of Grafton had an hereditary pension of 
£9,000 per annum charged on the excise, and 
£4,700 from the post office. It is inconceiv- 
able that this outrageous robbery of public 
funds went on until a wise Duke of Grafton 
managed to secure an enormous cash pay- 
ment in commutationof these charges, which 
ought to have been abolished witnout any 
compensation whatever. An enormous sum 
of money was actually paid to buy up a 
claim which Parliament ought to have reject- 
ed without a division, The Duke of Grafton 
in the time of Junius is depicted by that 
writer asa champion robber. He 1 
the country as nger of Whittlebury For- 
est and received some £18,000 a year in hered- 
itary pensions. This very man was so insig- 
nificant, except for his robberies, that he is 
only rescued from oblivion by the scathing 
attacks of Junius and the crushing retort of 
Lord Thurlow, who in, the House of Lords 
put him down effectually. It would appear 
that Grafton had sueered at the humbie ori- 
gin of Thurlow, *who was the son of a com- 
mon carrier, 1 Ay the tremendous

ton is known to serious history but this one. 
— have simply gone on accumulating 
wealth; but one of the Fitzroys. has done 
something at last. 

When the last Duke died ashort while ago, 
his brother came into possession, and as the 
present Duke has a son, the latter took, ac- 
cording to precedent, the titie of Lord Euston, 
the courtesy title of the heir apparent to the 
family honors.

And Dr. Lutz & Co. Couldn't Proceed with 
Campbell's Trial—Amusing Scenes. 

As stated in yesterday’s PosT-DISPATCH, the 
trial of Chief Campbeli did not procee1 yesterday 
afternoon. Lutz, Caruth and Woodward were 
brought face to face with the blunder they had 
committed, and as a result, they were reluctantly 
compelled to postpone the matter until Thursday 
afternoon next. Before 3 o'clock p. m,, the time set 
for the circus to vegin, there wasa big gathering 
of prominent bus iness men in the Board room, all 
of whom had been summoned dy Chief Campbell 
as witnesses in his behalf. Most of these gentie- 
men bad figuredin the indignation meetings, in 
which Or. Lutz had been rather savagely 
handied, and it was amusing to watch the giare 
the vice-president fixed on the assembly as he 
edged his way to his place at the table. Scarcely 
one of ithe business men who had been sum- 
moned knew Luiz, and the requests to have 
him pomed out were most numerous, 
When the Board had come to order Gen. Gooding 
suggested that Chief Campbell be notified, and 
the Mayor issued instructions to the janitor to call 
in the chief. In a moment, Campveii afrived, ac- 
companied by Messrs. Chandler and Joy, his lau- 
vers, Mayor Ewing said that the trial couid now
